Anthony J. Celebrezze, secre- 
tary of Health, education and 
welfare, called today for zealous 
response to President Johnson's 
call to arms against poverty in 
America. 


Two major areas where im- 


provements are 
most needed 


are schools and health insurance 
for the aged, Celebrezze said in 


speech prepared for delivery 


at a meeting of the Pulaski 
County Health a n d Welfare 
Council. 


Until we have acted to pro- 


vide enough classrooms, enough 
fully qualified teachers, enough 
of everything that quality edu- 
cation in the modern world de- 
mands, we are...not only failing 
to prevent proverty; we are to 
all intents and purposes creating 
more poverty, Celebrezze said 


The only practical way that 


millions of older people can be 
protected from being reduced to 
poverty or near-poverty by the 
high costs of hospitalization and 
other health services, Celebrezze 
said, "is through some form of 
insurance—just as most younger 
people depend on insurance to 
protect them against large medi-

the state's election laws. 


Rockefeller added that with 


the poll tax nullified by ralifi 
cation of the 24th amendment to 
the U.S. Consitution, the state 
should enact a comprehensive 
code establishing non - political 
voter registration and election 
procedures "which are fair to 
every citizen."

De Bary, bitten Saturday 


night when he suffered a dizar 
spell while cleaning the pun 
adder's cage, died at 6:30 a.m. 
after a day and a half of what 
friends said was excrutiatiiuj 
pain. 


The venom attacks the ner» 


vous system, causing muscle 
spasm and paralysis, De Bary's 
heart s t o p p e d temporarily 
more than once. Breathing was 
nearly impossible at times. A 
rqsuscitator had to be used and 
an opening was made in De 
Bary's windpipe to help him 
breath. 


Puff adder snake serum was 


flown by Navy jet from the San 
Diego Calif. Zoo. More was 
ordered from Southern Rhodes* 
ia. The puff adder is a native 
of South Africa and that's when 
the serum is made.

President Charles de Gaulle's 


government had informed

officials made no secret of their 
opposition, and President John- 
son told a news conference Sat- 
urday his government had giv- 
en its views to France along 
with an estimate of its general 
effect on the Atlantic Alliance 
and the free world in general. 


De Gaulle, as expected, gave 


no outward indication that he 
was the least bothered by the 
American opposition. 


One cause for U.S. concern 


was the likely effect of the 
French recognition on Red Chi- 
na's long-battle for a seat in the 
United Nations. 


Recognition was seen at U.N. 


headquarters as a major break- 
through for the Chinese Com- 
munists, but it seemed doubtful 
that, e n o u g h nations would 
switch votes to give Peking a 
seat at the next "session of the 
general assembly in the fall. 
De Gaulle's recognitifin agree- 
ment with Peking was worked 
out by a former French pre- 
mier, Edgar Faure, whom De 
Gaulle sent on en exploratory 
mission to Red China last fall.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Johnson" disclosed today 
that two U.S. military spy-in- 
the-sky satellites have succeed- 
ed in detecting a number of in- 
tercontinental ballistic missiles 
launchings. both from Florida 
and from California. 


The satellites successfully de- 


tected launchings not only of 
liquid fuel IGBMs—the 'huge Ti- 
tan and Atlas boosters—but of 
the .much more compact and 
swift - climbing, solid - fueled 
Minuteman ICBM, Johnson said. 


Using secret infrared heat - 


seeking devices, the 
orbiting 


spy satellites sent into orbit in 
1963 were able to detect ICBM 
launchings from Cape Kennedy, 
Fla., and Vandenberg Air Force 
Base, Calif. 


President Johnson's disclosure 


made it clear that the Defense 
Department aims to develop a 
space-based attack alarm sys- 
tem that would "maintain con- 
tinuous surveillance over ballis- 
tic missile launches on a global 
basis." 


The President's report said 


the ICBM alarm system would 
consist of unmanned satellites 
carrying i n f r a r e d sensors 
which can detect ballistic mis-

Here are the ABC's covering 
personal expenses in filing your 
1963 income tax return, last of 
five articles.

This is an ABC on deductions 


for personal expenses in filing 
your 1963 income tax return. 


Some rules: 
1. You can take the standard 


deduction allowed everyone fil- 
ing a return even though your 
expenses were not as much as 
the standard deduction gives 
you. 
And you don't have to list 


your expenses to prove you had 
them. 


The standard deduction is gen- 


erally 10 per cent of your in- 
come up to a limit of $1,000. 


2. Or, if your expenses were 


actually more than the standard 
deduction allows, you can claim 
them in full but in that case 
you must prove you had the ex- 
penses by itemizing them. 


3. Anyone can use form 1040 


in making a return. Anyone 
itemizing must use it and can- 
not use 1040A. 


4. Only under-$5,000 income 


people can use the tax table to 
find their tax wihtout figuring 
it. But no matter how much 
your income — under or ;over 
$5,000 — you must figure your

ple must figure their own tax, 
whether they take the standard 
deduction or Itemize. 


If you're one of the over-$5,000 


people figuring your own fax- 
provided you're single or a mar- 
ried couple filing jointly—you 
take your standard deduction 
this way: 


You subtract 10 per cent of 
ur income—up to a limit of 


$1,000—before applying the tax 
to what's left. 


But note these two rules; 
1. A married couple filing sep- 


arate returns can also deduct 10 
per cent of their income for ex- 
penses but only up to a limit 
of $500 on each return. 


2. When a husband and wife 


file separate returns and one of 
them itemizes deductions, both 
must itemize and then both 
must use form 1040. 


The list of deductions is far 


too long for full treatment here. 
Those deductions, and various 
rules fpr them, cover many 
pages of government guides. 
What follows is an attempt to 
condense much information but 
not all. 


You'll get some information 


from the IRS instruction sheet. 
But if you need more than you 
find there or here then, for 40 
cents, buy from the IRS the 
highly-detailed, 
144-page gov- 


ernment booklet: "Your Feder- 
al Income Tax." 


For instance, you may need 


that booklet if you want to de- 
duct for travel and entertain- 
ment 
expenses. The govern- 


ment, beginning in 1963, tight- 
ened up on the rules covering 
such deductions. You niay need 
detailed information. 


Also on your 1963 return you 


can claim a deduction, too in- 
volved for this space, for what 
is called retirement credit. Also 
you may need more information 
on medical and medicine ex- 
penses. 


Some expenses you can de- 


duct: 


Contributions 
to 
charitable; 


religious, or educational organ- 
izations, such as the Commu- 
nity Chest, Salvation Army, 
churches, Red Cross, heart and 
cancer associations, tuberculo- 
sis societies and gifts—but not 
dues —to" the YMCA, YWCA, 
YMHA, ,YWHA, and the Ameri 
can Legion.
